Influenza and Pneumonia, April to .Tune, 1919. 

During the second quarter of 1919, 40,227 deaths were registered 
iu Ceylon, giving an annual death rate for the three months of 34.5 
per 1,000 population. During the corresponding quarter of 1918 
the death rate was 20.6 per 1,000; for the fourth quarter of 1918 the 
rate was 57.6; and for the first quarter of 1919 it was 50.6. Hie 
high death rates for the last three quarters mentioned were due to 
the influenza epidemic. The figures given are taken from the report 
of the registrar-general of marriages, births, and deaths of Ceylon 
for the second quarter of 1919. The estimated population of the 
island April 1, 1919, was 4,682,180. 

The accompanying table is a continuation of the tables published 
in the Public Health Keports October 24, 1919, pages 2415 and 2416; 
20.4 per cent of the total deaths of the quarter were attributed to 
influenza or pneumonia, influenza being given as the cause of death 
in 13.7 per cent of the certificates.
